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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group II, Claims 5-7 in the reply filed on 
January 27, 2009 is acknowledged. Claims 1-4 and 8-9 are withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to nonelected inventions, 
and there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without 
traverse in the reply filed on January 27, 2009. 

Priority 

2. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 119(a)-(d). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement filed June 30, 2006 fails to comply with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97, 1 .98 and MPEP § 609 because the information regarding 
the non-patent literature on page 2 of the IDS is not properly identified. See 37 CFR 

1 .98 (b)(5). It has been placed in the application file, but the information referred to 
therein has not been considered as to the merits. Applicant is advised that the date of 
any re-submission of any item of information contained in this information disclosure 
statement or the submission of any missing element(s) will be the date of submission for 
purposes of determining compliance with the requirements based on the time of filing 
the statement, including all certification requirements for statements under 37 CFR 
1.97(e).

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Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "66" has been used to designate both end surface 
(Paragraph 35 Line 2) and runner (Paragraph 36 Line 1). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Behringer et al. (Great Britain Patent Application No. 1,384,370) [hereinafter 
Behringer]. 

7. Regarding Claims 5 and 7, the publication to Behringer - a closure with tamper 
band for containers - discloses a tamper evident cap which comprises a transverse end 
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wall and a cylindrical skirt (Fig. 1), the end portion of the skirt being in the form of a 
band (4) joined to the remainder of the skirt by a series of bridges along a line of 
weakening (5), the band having been stretched during manufacture and being of a 
material which shrinks when it is heated (Page 1 Lines 82-89). 



8. Regarding Claim 6, Behringer discloses a method of closing a container which 
comprises fitting a cap as claimed in claim 5 to the container, and subjecting the band to 
heating to shrink it onto the container (Page 1 Lines 82-89, and Page 2 Lines 1-7).
